At the Alisal beet pulp feeding station in Monterey 
County 2750 steers are being fattened on the pulp 
and chopped alfalfa. 
It takes from eighty to 100 
days to finish up a bullock on this ration, and the 
feeding is so timed that as soon as one bunch goes 
to the shambles a new lot of feeders come in. The 
beet pulp is hauled by train from the Spreckels 
sugar factory and dumped in silos so that feeding 
can be carried on throughout the year. The feeding 
corrals arc on the site of the first college in Califor­ 
nia, which was opened by W. E. I*. Hartnell in 1827. 
The largest single tract of alfalfa in the United 
States has just been sown near Corcoran, Kings 
county, on El Rico project. It comprises 2560 acres. 
The comjmny has spent the summer leveling, check­ 
ing and ditching the land, which lias now been sown, 
the young alfalfa already being visible. It is anticijiat- 
ed that at least 10,00 tons of alfalfa will be har­ 
vested there this year, and by the time the alfalfa 
in producing its maximum the amount will be nearer 
30,000 than 20,000 tons.

It is the plan 
of the organization to stage this year what will be, 
the officials say, the most comprehensive and ambi­ 
tious poultry exhibition to be held anywhere in Cali­ 
fornia.

way to New York. This consignment, which will 
gc under refrigeration, is largely in the nature of 
an experiment. 
Tentative plans are under way for the biggest fair 
ever given in Northern California, to he held in 
Marysville during the month of August, 19 15. Four 
counties, Yuba, Sutter, Butte and Nevada, will partici­ 
pate. It will be presented under the auspices of the 
Yuba County Chamber of Commerce. 
Orange growers of the Yokohl, El Mirador and 
Lindsay district, in Tulare County, are signing a 
form of agreement for the organization of an irriga­ 
tion district under the terms of the W right law to 
reclaim a district of 25,000 acres by water from the 
run-off of the Yokohl Valley. 
Raisin growers who delivered their 19 13 crop to 
the California Associated Raisin Company will re­ 
ceive at an early day approximately $350,000 in addi­ 
tion to payments already made. 
Stockholders will 
also receive a 5 per cent dividend. 
Sacramento capitalists will plant 163 acres of land 
to pears and olives on the 1>. J. Shinn ranch near 
Eldorado. 


In the Merryman Orange Grove in Tulare County, 
9 7,000 boxes of fruit have been picked. In one day 
this week 6710 boxes, ten car loads were picked. 
Tulare County will produce more than 5000 car 
loads of oranges this season, the net value of which 
is more than $3,000,000. 
Minced olives is the newest product of the Por­ 
terville Co-operative Cannery. They are berries that 
have been slightly bruised in running through the 
graders and are prepared by being cut up and then 
cooked in their own oil and as said are the newest 
delicacy in tins. 
Seven thousand growers of citrus fruits in Califor­ 
nia are members of the California Fruit Growers Ex­ 
change. 
This Exchange has seventy different agen­ 
cies in the United States and Canada to market the 
crop. $200,000,000 is invested in the industry in the 
state. 
A mass meeting of the framers of Mendocino coun­ 
ty has been called for the first week in February 
to meet at Willits, at which time an organization 
will be perfected and an application made for a 
farm adviser. 
All of the preliminaries have been 
arranged. 
To carry on the government of California during 
the coming two years 
ill require $19 ,839 ,626. Of 
this aggregate general appropriations call for $15,- 
538,200; special appropriations, $3,9 81,426.74; allow­ 
ance, unreported needs and statutory changes, $500,- 
000. 
Eight hundred thousand acres of Tulare lake bot­ 
tom lands have been sown to grain this fall in order 
to supply the demand of European buyers. This is 
an increase of almost 50 per cent. Already the grain 
is from four to six inches in height and there is 
every indication of a bumper harvest. 
The first shipment of celery from Antioch, Contra 
Costa County, to New York, via the Panama canal 
was sent out Tuesday, and island farmers are watch­ 
ing for the development of a new market for their 
products through the Panama waterway. 
A record shipment of live stock left Visalia this 
week. Four carloads of cattle were sent to market 
by Mayor Cutler. In the four cars were 104 head 
of steers, their combined weight being 142,9 30 pounds 
an average of almost 1400 pounds a head. 
Potatoes grown this year will be produced in the 
foot hills near San Jose in February the first potatoes 
grown in the United States in 19 15. Peas will be 
harvested this month and tomatoes are now ripe 
in this thermal belt. 
Fifty thousand bags of Black-eye beans passed 
through the Puente warehouse the past season. Grow­ 
ers are now giving their bean land the first plowing 
for the new crop. 
A second plowing precedes the 
planting in April. 
Lindsay is now one of the largest initial orange 
shipping points in the United States. This season 
growers average $1.50 per box, the shipments thus 
far have been 2700 cars of a gross value of $2,270,000. 
To protect the lives of the members of the clerical 
selling and administrative staffs of the California 
Fruit Fanners Association a blanket insurance policy 
has been taken out by the corporation. 
Fresno now has a wholesale bakery the first, of 
its kind to enter the San Joaquin Valley. The plant 
has a capacity of 30,000 five cent, loaves a day.

creased the assessm ents of the railroads over $•'>.- 
.500,000, the total assessed valuation in 19 14 lieing 
$1.56.8 49 .8 8 2 against $151,113.742 for 19 13. Including 
tliat covered by the Pullm an company, tlio S tate 
ha s a total single-tracK railroad mileage of 11,710.9 7. 
In 19 14 the average assessed value per mile of rail­ 
road was $779 .2", against $78 8 .09 in 19 13. 
During 19 14 the board assessed 20,9 79 corporations 
of which 151 were railroads and street car com ­ 
panies; 19 2 light, heat and power com panies; 18 2 
telephone and telegraph com panies, twelve car com ­ 
panies, 3,55 insurance com panies, 78 2 bank s, 1150 m in­ 
ing companies, 9 9 3 w ater com panies, ninety-seven 
building and loan com panies and 16,18 2 m iscollaneous 
corporations. 
“T he S tate is losing muoli m oney,’ says the report, 
"through the invasion of the transportation field by 
the m otor bus and truck . 
W hile it is not necessary 
to be assum ed tha t all the passengers and freight 
carried by these vehicles 
would 
otherw ise 
have 
moved over railroads, yet a large part of them would 
have doubtless done so. 
"T he Pacific Electric Company, which has m ade 
cartful observation of this com petition with their 
lines, reports to this board tha t the com pany alone 
i« losing $20,000 a m onth or $240,000 per annum from 
this cause. 
The S tate tax on tha t alone would have 
been $11,400. 
One com pany alone carried 122,68 6 pas­ 
sengers in a period of thirteen days w ith an estim ated 
revenue of nearly $24,000. 
It is probable the S tate 
less from this source is at least $200,000 per annum . 
In addition to the big double-deck busses and other 
large m otors that ply over m ore or less regular routes 
and on a more or less definite tim e schedule, there 
are m any sm aller vehicles i)lying for hire on less 
regular schedules, all doing the sam e k ind of busi­ 
ness which com es under the pundew of the S tate tax 
system . 
"It would appear tha t the S tate tax system ought 
to be ex tended to cover these carriers, both to pro­ 
tect the S tate revenues and in justice to the tax ed 
transportation com panies.” 
Because a tax on their gross receipts could only 
he secured tlirough a c.onstitutional am endm ent, the 
hoard favors a heavy license tax to achieve the sam e 
end. 


President W ilso n Optimistic 
“ Bii.siness all over the country is im proving slow­ 
ly hut .surely.” 
This is the emj)hatio declaration of 
f’resident Wilson regarding general conditions. 
His 
o))timistic view is based on reports gatliercd by gov­ 
e rnm e nt agencies having to deal with l)usine.ss in­ 
te re sts of all k inds. 
The presid ent’s declaration was 
in answ er to a charge m ade by som e m anufacturers 
tha t industrial conditions in the United S tates are 
grow ing worse instead of better, owing to the new 
tarilY. 
T he president m ade a flat denial of the 
charge. 
f’resident Wilson repeated his firm conviction that 
hufiinc.ss, now show ing mark ed im provem ent would 
go aheail with great strid es during the com ing year 
and tliat the wisdom and sufliciency of the tariff 
law' would ho i» roven. 
T he president also said that 
the tim e lim itation of the present session of congress 
would act as a spur on the legislator.s and facilitate 
action on much valuable legislation to he put through. 
T his will result, in his opinion, in oltviating neces­ 
sity for a s])eeial session and revive husincs.s from 
uneasiness over dissensions involving the tlireat of 
now and additional legislation.

It is said the gravity of the oil is increased nearly 
thre e degrees by the installation of the trap. 


Marriag es in Califo rnia 
T he S tate Bureau of vital statistics in its annual 
re port show s that in 19 14 there Avere 31,9 02 m arriages 
com pared with 31,38 3 in 19 13, a t the rate per 1000 
population in 19 14 of 11.5. 
Of the 58 counties in the 
S tate 42 showed increases in m arriages, two the 
sam e total and 14 sm all decreases. 
Los Angeles 
cotinty leads the list with 7441. 


Co ntro l o f Co ast Steamer Lines 
For the first tim e tlie United S tates SuprcRie Court 
has decided tha t local com m erce betw een the m ain­ 
land of a sta te and an island belonging to it is suh- 
Ject to .state regulation. 
The decision was in tlic 
case of 
tho 
W ilm ington 
T ransportation 
company 
Ai'liich was tak en up by the com pany on injunction 
proceedings to k eep the sta te railroad commission 
from regulating rates betw een San Pedro and Avalon. 
T he contention was that, as the trade Avas twenty- 
one miles over the high seas, the company Avas sul)- 
jc c t only to federal regulation and should he classeil 
at foreign com m erce. 
Tho court ilecided that the 
sta le railroad com m ission was entitled to and given 
jurisdiction over coastwise ste am ers engagetl in intra- 
sta te traffic. 
This m eans that the 
Pacific 
Coast 
Steam ship com pany, the Xorth Pacific S team ship 
com pany, the I’acific Navigation company and other 
sm aller concerns Avili find them selves obliged to file 
tariffs of rates and have to ask tho railroad com m is­ 
sion Avlienever tliey w ant to change a rate or issue 
bonds. 
It also leaves a way open for the public to 
file com plaints against service and rates. 
'I’he Uailroad Commission has issued a call iijion 
tlie oomiianies affected stating "Tlte Commission 
tak es for granted tha t the decision of the United 
S ta te s Suprem e Court giving to the S tate jurisdiction 
over freiglits and fares on ste am ers plying regularly 
betw een San P edro and Avalon, Catalina Island set­ 
tles the question as to the jurisdiction of the com- 
ii.is.sion. Avalon is thus ruled to he a part of Califor­ 
nia.” 
As to pas.ses they Avill be relegated, a notice re­ 
garding the decision containing this sta te m e nt; "T he 
commission lias received num erous comjilaints con­ 
cerning the service of steam ships of this character, 
and also concerning alleged discrim ination betAveen 
various shippers. 
C om plaint has been granted by 
the steam ships to gain business from shiiipers.” 
T he com m ission has given out a sta te m e nt dis­ 
cussing the effect of the decision. 
Among other 
things, it said: 
"T he effect of this decision is to tak e steam shiiis 
plying hetAveen California ports out of the tw'ilight 
zone between St-ite and Federal regulation. 
T he 
Federal Congress has given no authority to the Inter­ 
sta te Com m erce Commission over traffic of this 
cl aracter, and tlie steam shiii com panies have con­ 
tended tliat by the decision of .Tiistice Field in the 
Ignited States Suprem e Court in 18 8 3, the S tate was 
powerless iii the premises. 
The net result tvas that 
no public authority, either S tate or Federal, in any 
jiart of tlie United S tates has ex ercised any control 
oyer the rates or service of these ocean going car-

gre a te r than tho record year of 19 13, when the out­ 
put was approx im ately 9 8 ,000,000 barrels. 
This sta te ­ 
m ent is based on figures from reports m ade to the 
Indejtendent Oil P roducers Agency of California on 
reports received from ten different fields. 
T he out­ 
put this year is approx im ately 103,000,000 b arrels hut 
in addition to this outim t it is estim ated tha t 6,728 ,- 


000 liarrels were .shut in, whicli viould show’ a poten­ 
tial production for 19 14 of 109 ,728 ,000 barrels. These 
figures include oil produced and used as field fuel, 
am ounting to aiiiirox imately 5,000,000 barrels. In 19 Ui 
the production showed 9 7,59 9 ,262 barrels of crude. 
During the sam e tim e 1,532,000 b ar’rels were shut in, 
as com pared with 
6,728 ,000 barrels sliiit in this year. 
Tlte only decline noted tliis year Avas in shipm ents, 
A falling off of 200,000 barrels was noted for tlie 
year. 
This was caused entirely by tho war in Europe 
and is a considerably sm aller ilecrease than many 
had predicted Avoiild be sliown. 
T he shoAving of the agency is a rem ark able one 
for Avhile m any m ark ets have been cut off owing 
to the Avar in Europe the industry ia shown to he 
prosperous and this is shown by the fact that jtrac- 
tically $2,000,000 in dividends was paid during tho 
year liy the com panies operating in the State.
